Offer Stubborn Resistance. 


T he M exican com m ander, General 
G ustavo Maas, offered a stubborn re­ 
sistance to th e A m ericans, and for 
many hours there was fighting in the 
streets. 
It was later reported th at 
the main body of the federal garrison 
was in re tre a t to the w estw ard. 
R ear A dm iral Fletcher, in com m and 
of th e United States w arships, pre­ 
faced his occupation of the po rt by a 
dem and, th rough the A m erican consul, 
VV. VV. Canada, for its surrender. Gen­ 
eral Maas prom ptly declined to ac­ 
cede to this dem and and shortly a fte r­ 
w ards ten w haleboats were sen t off 
from the side of the tra n sp o rt Prairie 
loaded with m arines.

The com ing of the A m erican forces 
w as not heralded by any g re a t excite­ 
ment, but sm all crow ds g ath ered to 
w atch th e landing. 
Soon the blue­

th e stree ts leading from th e w ater 
front and along the railroad yards.
